in a degenerate state, its powers to 
reproduce itself very small, so we de- 
cided to treat it like live stocdi. Our 
motto is "Like produces like." 


Kinds of Selection. 


Fioni about twenty-live of the best 


corn growers in the United States, wo 
received about 2,000 bushels of seed 
com. This was personally selected by 
our company. From these 2,000 bush- 
els were selected about 2T>,000 ears of 
the very finest. These ears wo have 
used In our system of breeding. These 
are the ancestors ot nil the corn that 
w i l l ever be produced on the Funk 
farms, and we may be able to trace our 
whole corn crop back to these first 
ears. 


These ears -were recorded 
in our 


pedigree hook, the length was taken, 
the circumference of bull and Up, the 
shape, the space between the rows, 
the number of kernels in the row, the 
number of rows on un ear, tho weight 
of the ear, the weight of the cob, 
the length, breadth, 
shape and shade 


of the kernel; notes of tin; bull, 
tip 


and shade of 
the cob, and then the 


chemical analysis of the corn. If it 
was being bred 
for higher feeding 


value we got the per cent, of the pro- 
tein and the oil. 


Planting and Treatment. 


Then each ear was planted in one 


of our breeding blocks consisting of 
about thirty, each

contains on an average about 100 rows. 
Kaeh ear was planted in a certain row, 
being very careful that no kernels 
got in the nexl row.

He believe* in a karma or the propo- 
sition th iL a man works out his sal- 
vation on this earth either in this life 
or in one jr more reincarnations. The 
Lord Buddha Is regarded as the incar- 
nalion of Ihe supreme, all-controlling 
spirit. 
Reincarnations of Buddha are 


believed to occur and there is at pres- 
ent a Buddha who is Kept at some 
temple in China. 


The original Buddhists entered into

The ladies had let- 
ters of introduction to a pundit in Ma- 
dras and to an abbott in Calcutta, both 
native gentlemen and they in turn gave 
them letlcrs to others who could as- 
sist them in their researches. The hos-

Complicated Religion. 


The Hindoo religion Is complicated 


by the system o£ caste. The Maharaj 
ot Jeypore, who attended the corona- 
tion of King Edward, was at an ex- 
pense of something like ten lacs of 
rupees in order to avoid this loss of 
caste by crossing the black water. 4 
lac is practically 100,000 and the rupee 
has about a third of the value of an 
American dollar. 
The Hindoo must 


not eat before persons of another caste. 
He must not even smell the odors of 
food that is being prepared for out- 
castes.
